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Decoration Day Ceremonies Elaborately 
Carried Out.

PRESIDENT HARRISON AND PARTY THE 
GUESTS OF ROCHESTER, 


Every Tomb, From the Lowliest to the 
Mightiest, Receives Its Tribute—Patri- 
otic Addresses Delivered by Distin- 
guished Orators~The Glorious Deeds 
of Fallen Heroes Recounted—Their 


Memories Kept Green. 


RocuEster, N. T., May %.—May 80, 1892, 
will ever be Memorial Day inthe history of 
Rochester. Never before has it been 80 
crowded, and never before has it enter- 
tained so distinguished a company. Public 
and private business was suspended and 
everybody took a holiday. It is estimated 
that fully 250,000 people took an active part in 
the various demonstrations of the day. Of 
this number, nearly 100,000 came from the 
surrounding country. The President was en- 
thusiastically received everywhere and was 
compelled to bow his acknowledgments to 
almost centinous cheering. The weather was 
bright and fair. The features of the day 
were the dedication. of the handsome monu- 
ment in Washington Squarein h r of the 
so Idiers and sanlors of Monroe nty, who 
died in defense of the Union,and the speeches 
of President Harrison and Gov. Flower. 

The City of Flags 
priate name for Rochester at present than 
the old name ofthe ‘‘OCity of Flour.’’ The 
buildings along the principal streets are 
floating thousands of flags and countless 
yaris of bunting, and it is safe to say that 
never in the history of the city have such 
elaborately beautiful decorations been made 
for any previous event. Not satisfied with 
decorating their houses with flags, the people 
everywhere wore them in their breasts and 
placed them on horses and Veliicles. 

The President and Go and other dis- 
tinguished guests arose early and had break- 
fast at 8 o’clock at Ontario Beach, to do 
which a nine mile ride in an é@lectric car was 
necessary. A large body of gayly decorated 
bicyclists followed the car as an escort. On 
arriving at thé beach the visitors were wel- 
comed by the public and parochial school 
children of Chariotte, who sang patriotic 
airs. . Breakfast was onions tthe Cotta go 
Hotel and a visit was m ato Cor. Green 
leaf 's farm on the West — Upon return 
ing to the city the President and Governor 
held a public reception at the Powers Hotel, 
lasting from 90:80 to 12 o’clock, and they were 
kept busy shaking bands during the éntire 
time. 

THE PARADE. 


The great event of to-day was the unvell- 
ing Of the soldiers and sailors’ monument. 
This was the event which the President had 
come from Washington to witness, and which 
had drawn such a distinguished assemblage 
to Rochester from all parts of the State. The 
monument is a tall one of solid granite, 
resting on a granite base and car- 
rylung a life-sized statue of Lincoln. The 
whole monument is 4 feet high. On each 
corner of the base is a statue representing 
some branch of the naval or military service. 
On the four sides of the base are bronze 
pictures in bas relief; representing war 
scenes. The monumient was planned eleven 
yearsago. Its total cost has been $26,000. 

At 2 o’clock the President, Secretary Noble, 
Gov. Flower and his staff and the other dis- 
tinguished guests of the day were escorted 
across the street to the reviewing stand, 
When the President appeared on the stand 
the crowd cheered and the President took off 
his hat and bowed. 

Soon after 2 o’clock the signal for the par- 
ade to start was given—three guns fired by 
the First Battalion, naval reserves—and 
Chief Marsbal James 8. Graham rode out at 
the head of the column and led the march 
down Main street, The parade was made up 
of six divisions, composed of military and 
civic organizations. 

The line of march was east on Main street 
to Kast avenue, passing in review before the 
President and the Governor of New York, on 
East avenue to Alexander street to Monroe 
avenue and to Wasumgton Square. The 
President stood with his hat in his hand 
during most of the review. The uniformed 
organizations saluted him in military style 
as they passed, and those without uniforms 
took off their hats. When the procession had 
passed the President and the Governor and 
thelr parties, they took carriages and drove 
to Washington square, where the monument 
stands. The arrival of the President and 
Gov. Flower was greeted with prolonged 
cheering. Gen John A. Reynolds, Chairman 
of the Monument Committee, welcomed them 
and escorted them to seats on the stand. 

Gen, Reynolds called the assemblage to or- 
der goon after 3 o’clock and introduced Rev. 
L. T. Foote, who delivered an invocation. 
The bands which had taken part in the pa-

Gen, Reyho in his opening address re- 
viewed the work of the Monument Commit- 
tee. On concluding he t ed toward the 
monument and pointing toft he said: ‘‘We 
have erected here this column of witness that 
by it our valiant dead 22 vet speak.

DETROIT, Mich., March 380.—Capt. William 
A. Gavett, for more than twenty years one of 
Mr, Blaine’s most confidential friends and 
trusted political advisers, last night gave 
one of the most valuable contributions to the 
Political literature of the country yet made 
Guring this campaign. Of Mr. Gavett’s 
Standing with and understanding of Mr, 
Blaine’s feelings and wishes there ts not the 
Slightest question. During Mr. Gavett’s 
recent visit to Washington he saw Mr. Blaine 
daily and with him discussed every phase of 
the political situation. 

**I have long realized,’’ said Capt. Gavett 
last night, ‘‘that some one of Blaine’s trusted 
friends should put before the public the in- 
side facts relative to his so-called with- 
Grawal letter. While L don't propose to 
quote Mr, Blaine, nor claim to have his au- 
thority so to do,I state upon my own re- 
sponsibility, based upon the most reliable 
information intrusted to me, that Mr. Blaine 
only wrote the letter he did upon the urgent’ 
request, in fact, the demand, of the Presi- 
dent after mature consideration.

Narrow Escape From a. Conflict on 
Austria’s Frontier. 
RUSSIA WILL SEIZE ANY PRETEXT FOR 
HOSTILITIES. 


— 


A Slight Infringement on the Czar’s Ter- 
ritory by a Maneuvering Party Met 
With a Show of Force—The Affair Re- 
garded as of Grave Significance—The 
Czar’s Visit—Forsign News. 


VIENNA, May 80.—The spectacle of Russian 
troops marching into hostile array against 
the Austrian forces was witnessed yesterday 
at the Galician frontier, near Radzivilou. The 
Austrian garrison of Brody, an important 
town of Galicia, about fifty-eight miles from 
the Austrian military headquarters at Lem- 
berg for Eastern Galicia, was out maneuver- 
ing. Brody is only a few miles from the Rus- 
sian Polish frontier, and in the course of 
tramping about the Austrian troops un- 
wittingly crossed the frontier into Russian 
territory, a short distance from Radzivilou. 
The whole frontier is patrolled by Cossack 
videttes, and it did not take long for the Rus- 
sian sentinels to spy the Austrian banner 
borne on Russian soll. The Oossacks 
hastened to report to the commander of the 
garrison at Radzivilou, and the troops were 
at once ordered to turn out prepared for bat- 
tle. The Russian commander marshaled his 
men and then started out ona basty march 
in the direction where the Austrians had been 
seen. His avowed.object, as stated to his 
troops, was to attack the invaders and drive 
them back over the frontier, Had he over- 
taken the Austrians a serious and sanguinary 
encounter would probably have been the 
result. Fortunately for peace the Austrian 
commander had his attention called by a 
Polish peasant friendly to Austria, as most of 
the Poles are, to the fact that he was on Rus- 
sian territory. A brief review of the sur- 
roundings satisfied the Austrians that they 
had made a mistake, and they turned their 
faces at once toward the frontier. Just 
as they were crossing the Russian 
troops were seen approaching in the distance 
ata doubig-quick, but before the Russians 
got withi ring distance the Austrians were 
on their own side of the line and there was no 
longer excuse for hostilities on the part of 
the Russians. The Russians acted as if they 
were disappointed, and their commander, 
atter placing a strong outpost at the point 
where the Austrians had crossed, returned 
slowly to Radzivilou. The incident was at 
once reported by the Brody Commander to 
Prince von Windisch Groetz at Lemberg, 
General in command of ths Austrian forces in 
Galicia. The affair is regarded in Vienna as 
of considerable significance, as showing the 
readiness of the Russians to seize any pre- 
text for hostilities. 


TALKING WAR LN IRELAND. 


ULSTER MEN WILL VIGOROUSLY OPPOSE A 
HOME PARLIAMENT. 


BELFAST, May 30.—The Telegraph publishes 
the proposed plan of resistance to the man- 
dates ofan Irish Parliament should sucha 
body be established. The article was written 
by a prominent Irish Unionist. It says that 
the men of Ulster will not allow elections to 
occur. The election writs will be publicly 
burned by the Sheriffs_of. counties and the 
Mayor of Belfast immediately they are re- 
ceived. Judges and magistrates taking 
their commissions from the new 
executive will not be recognized. 
The police force will be reorganized 
with special constables sworn to replace the 
regular polite, The Queen’s taxes will be 
paid, but taxes levied Dy the Dublin Parlia- 
ment will not be paid. The Custom-house 
will be seized and held until the question is 
settled. Continuing the article says: In 
the event of war the North will be in a better 
position, both as regards credit and geo- 
graphical position, than the South. Belfast 
is unassailable, while Dublin is open to direct 
and immediate attack.’’ 


A MATTER OF FORM. 

Paris, May 80.—The Czar’s visit to Em- 
peror William, which has been so often an- 
nounced and so often postponed, will take 
place next Thursday. The Ozar, however, 
will not go either to Berlin or Potsdam. The 
visit which William paid him at St. Peters- 
burg and Peterhoff will be returned by going 
to Kiel on his yacht, the Polar Star. He will 
spend a few hours in German waters, after 
which he will go direct to Copenhagen and 
rejoin his family. Indeed, he showed no 
inclination to land, and was anxious that 
the interview should be held on board his 
yacht. On this point, however, he was 
obliged to yleld to the wishes of the German 
court. That a visit under such conditions 
can’t be of any political importance is evi 
dent. itis plain to everyone that the Czar is 
acting, soto speak, under compulsion, and 
that he intends to visit William deceause 
Willilam has visited him twice and because 
certain rules of politeness must Be goserved 
by sovereigns as wellas private persons. In 
Germany the  much-talked of visit is no 
longer looked forward to with joy, and the 
Czar’s reserved: demeanor has produced a

‘TO-NIGHT’S BATTLE. 


Slavin and Jackson to Decide the Aus- 
tralian Championship. 


THE WHITE MAN A STRONG FAVORITE. 


One of the Most Important Pugilistic Con- 
tests of Recent Years—Why Slavin 
Should Win— Amateur Rowing Races 
in the Zast— The Pullman Road Race 
General Sporting News. 


The greatest heavy - weight contest fought 
since the Sullivan-Kiirain meeting is to be 
Gecided to-night. Frank P. Slavin, white, 
and Peter Jackson, colored, Australia’s 
premier heavy-weight, will battle in the 
rooms of the National Sporting Club of Lon- 
don, England, for a $10,000 purse and the 
championship of Australia. 

Slavin will probably have as seconds his 
brother Jack and the Australian lightweight 
champion, Tony Williams, who is at present 
in England. George Piesse, Slavin’s English 
backer, who with his contingent of Lon- 
don sports, runs the London Sporting Club 
will also be on hand to render the white 
Australian what help he can. Jackson will 
be handled by his American backer, Charles, 
better known as Parson,“ Davies. Jim 
Hall, the Australian middleweight and Joe 
Choynski, the California heavyweight, who 
accompanied Davies over to England, will 
also. probably be in Jackson's corner. The 
referee will, of course, be chosen by the 
authorities ofthe club before whom the con- 
test will be fought. According to some 
advices Lord Lonsdale nas already 
been settled upon for the position. 
Others say that George Vize or Angle will be 
the referee. This is a matter of much im- 
portance, particularily to Jackson, for his 
friends have feared that as Slavin's backers 
control the club the colored man would not 
be allowed to win, and it has been frequently 
stated that he did a foolish thing in agreeing 
to meet his rival in the rooms of the National 
Club. There are two conditions in the arti- 
cles of agreement which strongly favor Sla- 
vin. One is the rules only call for a twenty- 
round contest. Slavin is a rusher and 
if he wins he is almost cer- 
tain to do 80 in a few 
rounds. On the other hand, Jackson, to de- 
feat Slavin, must keep out of the latter’s way 
until the white has tired himself and his 
biows have lost their force before attempting 
to become the aggressor. For him to win, 
therefore, the contest must be a long one. 
Of course he might win by a chance blow, but 
the probabilities are allagainst him doing so. 
He is a far more scientific man than 
Slavin, but not nearly 80 hard 
a hitter. It is generally understood 
that the agreement making the contest a 
twenty-round affair is merely a blind to com- 
ply with the law by making the match ap- 
peartobe merely a limited-round scientific 
sparring contest instead of a finish fight, and 
that if the battle has not been decided by the 
end of twenty rounds the men will keep fight- 
ing untilone ofthem does win. If Jackson 
hasan iron-clad private agreement to that 
effect the t=wenty-round provision is harmless, 
but if he has not and Slavin has not 
won after twenty rounds have been fought or 
has not got his man all but whipped, the pro- 
vision is apt to be enforcea and the match 
deciared adrawto save the money of the 
men who are backing the white. The other 
clause in Slavin’s favoris reducing the size 
of the ring from the regulation 24 feet square 
to 0 feet square. This will make it more dif- 
ficult for Jackson to avold the white man’s 
rushes. Jackson took many chances in mak 
ing the mateh. According to latest reports 
betting in London is 100 to 70 and 100 to 65 
against him. 

As bas already been stated in these col- 
ins. the majority of the American sporting 
public ex t to see Slavin prove the winner, 
although the colored giant is universally ad- 
mitted to be one of the world’s greatest 
heavyweights. The white, however, is a 
much harder hitter and his followers claim 
he can stand more punishment. Thatheisa 

has been clear- 
set-tos with 
Ktlrain, om Smith and 
Joe McAuliffe. Neither of the last two are 
better than second-rate fighters, bat Slavin 
finished them so quickly that his blows must 
have been terrific. That he isa stayer is yet 
to be proven. He has never met anyone 
since he left home that has demonstrated 
his ability to stand before him longer than 
ten seconds and of course just 
how he will pan out in a iong, bard 
contest is yet to be seen. His forte 
seems to be in his ability to force matters to 
a conclusion at the start. In Jackson he will 
encounter one of the world’s most scientific 
heavy weights, and it remains to be seen 
whether he can carry out with succcess the 
game tactics with him.Should he be able to do 
go the contest will soon be brought to a close, 
Even Jackson’s most araent admirers admit 
that if he cannot keep Slavin from indulging 
in his favorite pastime of in-fighting it will 
goon be over with Peter. Thev hold, how- 
ever, that he is clever enough to keep 
Slavin out and avoid his rusues. On the 
whole, however, Slavin’s chances for win- 
ning appear to be the better.

GREVIN, THE CARICATURIST, DEAD. 


He Was a Clever Frenchman Who Did 
Much Work, 

PARIS, May 80.—Grevin, one of the cleverest 
of French caricaturists and the proprietor of 
a very popular waxwork show, has just died 
at Champigney of an attack of cerebral coa · 
gestion. 

For two yearshe had been stricken by a 
brain disease, and although retaining much 
of his mental powers, was able to do no work. 
He was 66 years of age. 

He was originally employed as a draughts- 
man inthe officesof the Paris-Lyons-Med- 
iterrnanee Rallway. His first artistic efforts 


were printed in the Journal Amusant, to the 
statt of which he was afterwards attached. 

He drew many charming and peculiar 
types of Parisian women and boulevardiers, 
which appeared in Chiravari, the Petit Journat 
Pour Rive and other papers. He was an artist 
of the kind that France cay produces and 
whose work is not approached to any meas- 
ureable degree by the caricaturists Jr other 
countries, He was an incessant producer. 

Grevin was also a designer of theatrical 
costumes. Judic, Theo and all the famous 
dan ers and variety performers wore cos - 
tumes of his design. 

In recent years he started what is known as 
the Musee Grevin, where he exhibited wax 
caricatures of familiar boulevard figures and 
many curiosities, including the bath in which 
Charlotte Corday stabved Marat, and others 
of equal charm,

With the Push.

The Sentences Imposed by His Olerks 
Good Up to Date, 


MARSHALL M’DONALD SOOFFS AT THE 
JUDGE ON THE BENCH. 


The Grand-Jury Discovers That Receipts 
Signed by Men Who Presented the 
Mayor’s Remits Bore False Names— 
A Scheme to Escape Det ection—Tes- 
timony by the Mayor’s Coachman and 
John Horan—Censure of City Attor- 
ney Butler and Supt. John Lohrum. 


Without waiting for the action of the 
Grand-jury inthe matter, Judge Normile to- 
day acted upon the cases in his court in 
which the sentences of two criminals had 
been changed by Frank Klaiber, Clerk Hugh 
Pattison’s chief deputy. As soon as the 
Criminal Court convened this morning Judge 
Normile handed down to Record Clerk Joseph 
N. Judge two orders in his own handwriting, 
signed J. O. Normile, Judge. The one in 
the case of Frank Miller was: 

It having been brought to the knowledge of the 
court that the sentence and judgment entered of 
record on the 21st day of March, 1892, has not been 
executed sccording to law, the court orders the clerk 
of this court forthwith to jesne A proper and correct 
commitment in accordance with the sentence and 

ronounced in the case and duly recorded,

which judgment directs that the defendant de im- 
pacers in the Work-house of the City of &t+. 


The one in the case of William Beehan was 
similar except the date. Beehan was sen- 
tenced Feb. 3. The orders are not what 
Judge Normile told the Grand-jury they 
would de. Saturday, professing great re- 
sentment at the mannerin which the two 
men had been protected from the effect of his 
sentence, he declared that he would send 
them both down to the Work-house Monday 
and make them serve their full time there, 
in accordance with the sentence. Their 
term in jail did not satisfy the Court’s sen- 
ten ce a whit. Good lawyers about the court 
in conversation agreed thatthe Judge’s po- 
sition was correct, but something changed 
his mind between Saturday and this morn- 
ing. Theorders mean only that the two men 
shall go to the Work-house and serve the 
part of the six months which they have not 
spent in jail. Beehan thus ig sent to the 
Work-house for only two months and Miller 
goes there for less than four. With the 
political friends they have it is unlikely 
that they will stay inthe Work-house even 
that length of time when pardons are being 
distributed as they are. 

OPENLY *NEEBRED AT NORMILE. 

While the Judge sat on the bench the law- 
yers and court employes talked with each 
other about the position of the Judge, and 
the general opinion was that he would 
carry out the intention he announced 
Saturday, in face of the threats being 
made quietly by the politicians who 
had tampered with the court records. 
There were sneers and reflections upon 
the courage of the Judge, some part of which 
must have reached his ears. He had been on 
the bench only a short time when the case of 
a man charged with embezzlement was 
called.

The Marshali woman wasijtaken 
to the City Dispensary and the others to the 
Four Courts. All parties were, however, re- 
leased as soon as the particulars of the affair 
were learned, excepting Nina Marshall and 
Maud Lewis, against whom a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace was placed. Dr. Jordan 
was nearly an hour in washing and dressing 
the Marshall woman’s wounds. There were 
seven cuts on her face and head that required 
stitching, and most of her hair had to 
be shaved off before the scalp wounds 
could be sewed up. She was then 
driven to the Four Courts and her statement 
of the affairtaken. She said that she had 
been assaulted not only by Miss Addison but 
also by a manin her house and that it was 
the man who had cutand battered her up so 
fearfully. She claimed also that the glass in 
the front door was broken not by herself but 
by the Addison woman. According to the 
statement of one of the parties the glass was 
broken by Maud Lewis and the damage to 
Miss Marshall’s head and face was done by 
Addison. In fact, all agree exce 
the Marshall woman that the 
only man present was the cab 
drfver and that he acted only as a peace- 
maker, and also that the only person who 
struck Miss Marshall was Miss Addison. She 
unded her with a wine bottle and broke the 
ttle over her head. 

Miss Marshall and Miss Lewis were released 
on bond to appear in court this morning. 8 
was, however, not able to appear in court to- 
day and her case, as also tof her house- 
keeper, was continued to June 6.

Meeting of the Committees of Arrange 

ments at the Merchants Exchange 
This Morning Committees Appointed 
and the Work to Be Done— N M. Estes 
States the Objects of the Convention. 


At Uu o’clock this morning the Committee 
of Arrangements to make preparations for 
the reception and entertainment of the dele- 
gates to the Nicaragua Canal Convention to 
be held in this city on June 2, met in the 
Reading-room of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
with Marcus Bernheimer in the chair. it 
was announced tnat the convention would be 
held in Entertainment Hall of the 
Exposition Building and that the 
first session would open at II o’clock on 
Thursday next. The question of entertain- 
ment then came up. It was decided, after 
much discussion, to tender the delegates a 
carriage drive to the various points ot in- 
terest in the city, to end at the Fair Grounds, 
where a banquet would be given. As the 
Jockey Club-house, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Rolla Wells, would not be avail- 
able Owing to its being occupied by attend- 
ants at the races, it was voted to hold 
the banquet at the House of Public Comfort, 
and Goodman ‘King was authorized to pro- 
vide the requisite carriages. Judge M. M. 
Estee of San Francisco, one of the prime 
movers in the assembling of the convention, 
was introduced by Col. R. C. Kerens, and at 
the request of Chairman Bernheimer, stated 
that all States but five had signified their 
intention ofattending the convention. Ac- 
cording to his estimate about 300 delegate 
would be present.

It was decidediy showering all over this 
town this anorning, with a dark sky and 
gusty winds, and the G. A. R. comrades 
looked out apprehensively, forecasting a 
serious interference with their great yearly 
demonstration—Membrial Day.

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WHY HE OBJECTS. 


School Director McEntire Opposed to 
the Text Book Scheme. | 


HE TELLS OF THE LOSSES WHICH WILL 
OCCUR THROUGH THE CHANGE, 
His Speech Abruptly Ended at the Satur . 
day Night Meeting, Leaving Him in a 
False Licht- A Loss of 888, 000 to the 
Board and pils if the New Books 

Are Accepted. 


School Director Walter McEntire created a 
sensation at the School Board meeting 
last Saturday night in the opening of his 


speech against the opening of bids for 
cheaper books, and was shut off on the five- 
minute ruleata point which left many to 
believe he was opposed to the introduction 
of cheaper text books in the 
schools. He had before him a pile 
of figures and facts, which he was not given 
11 rtunity to mention. This morning he 
sa 
gurrexsgsp FACTS. 

They called me down on the five-minute 
rule before I got downtotne meat of my ar- 
gument. I want to stand before the public 
as a Champion for cheaper books. But I am 
opposed toa scheme which does not prove 
that the pupils of the schools will be able to 
get their books cheaper if it is adopted. Let 
me give you a few figures which I had 
prepared for the board to explain 
my objection to the change of text books. 
There are about 45,000 childrenin the public 
schools, 80,000 of whom pay an average of $1 
each for a set of books, while 15,000 
SS = von free or indigent books. 

red at the meeting it was pro- 
n the company receiving the con- 
tract for the new books would exchange an 
even number of books forall in the hands 
of the Supply Agent, and give a rate 
of exchange for books paid for by the 
pupils. Therate of exchange was not fixed, 
and I am told 2 per cent would be a fair rate 
of exchange of new text books for the old. 
I offered an amendment which was 
passed that an even exchange doe 
made for all books belonging to 
the board in the hands of pupils using free 
and ‘indigent’ books and for about $3,000 
of books in the hands ofthe principals for 
sale, Without that amendment there would 
have been loss to the board and pupils of 
at least $38,900, as you will see. If 
80,000 pupils who have paid si each for their 
books are allowed 50 per cent for the old 
ones, there will be a cost of $15,000 to the 
pupils. Ifthe board is not allowed even ex- 
change for its free books valued at 
$20,000 in the hands of the pupils 
and $3,000 worth of books in the hands of the 
principals, there will be a loss of $23,000 to 
the Board and $88,000in all. But that is not 
all the loss. In a class of sixty puplis in the 
Laclede School, promoted from a 
low grade to a higher grade, thir- 
ty pupils brought books to school 
which had been used by their brothers or sis- 
ters who had been through that grade before 
them. I think that average will hold in 
geese. all the schoolsin every , 
nk of the loss then to 
parents who hold the old text books 
or their younger children after the older 
children have gone through the schools, 
There will be no exchange for these books 
and the amount of loss here cannot 
be puted. The D “ON now is 
how many years wil take to 
make up this loss even though the new books 
are much cheaper than the old. Wiil the 
pupils make up the loss on their old books 
with the difference in price of the new? If 
the loss is not made up before the children 
now attending school have gone through their 
studies, they will be the losers and the bene- 
fit will only be derived by those who come in 
after the new books are adopted.’’

Fatal Wreck on the Santa Fe Road, 
Near Chicago. 


Engine and Cars Crash Through a Cat- 
tle Guard. 


THE ENGINEER KILLED AND FOURTEEN 


PASSENGERS INJURED. 


While the Train Was Running Very Fast 
It Left the Track and Plunged Into the 
Des Plaines River—Disastrous Boiler 
Explosion in a French Mill—Four Em- 
ployes Instantly Killed—Casualties of 


a Day. 


CHICAGO, ni., May 80.—The wreck of the 
Red Express, from St. Louis to Chicago, on 
the Santa Fe road, which occurred a mile and 
a halt south of Lemont, a small quarry town 
about twenty miles from Chicago, last night, 
resulted in the instant killing of the en- 
gineer, W. A. Isabelle, the serious injuring of 
eleven passengers and the slight injury of 
three more, The names of the seriously in- 
jured are: 

CHARLES L. ELDER, right side bruised; 

Mrs. CHARLES 8. ELDER, his wife, face cut; 

CHARLES H. FAHNNING, head bruised; 

J. J. ALLEN, right leg injured; 

Mary KILPATRICK, injured about the hips 
and internally: 

BELLA Freer, back injured; 

Mrs. MARIA Bisse_t, head and back in- 
jured. 

The above are all Chicago people. 

Mrs. R. Quieter of the Southern Hotel, St. 
Louis, cut about the face and head, 

C. S. Dux, Peoria, left arm cut and badly 
bruised. 

Cunts Stossox, the fireman, leg and arm 
badly crushed. 

Miss BELLE FREEL, internal injuries. 

Of these Mrs. Bissell was the most seriously 
injured and Is likely to die. 

The injured were conveyed to this city by a 
special train, arriving at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Mrs. Bissell and Mrs. Kilpatrick were 
taken to the Mercy Hospital. The others 
were removed to their homes by the ambu- 
lances. Mrs. Quigley of St. Louis was left at 
the American House, Lemont. 

It is stated by the passengers that at the 
time of the accident the train was running at 
a high rate of speed to make up lost time. 
At the point before mentioned the engine 
struck acowandcalf, which were on tbe 
track. The engine and tank jumped the 
track, and after runninga short distance on 
the ties, rolled down the embankment into 
the Desplaines River. The baggage car was 
landed on its side; the smoker followed, 
breaking the coupling with the sleeper. The 
latter tumbled with fearful” rapidity down 
into the river with the engine and tender. 
The panic and confusion which ensued made 
more difficult the task of attending to the 
wounded and of rescuing the occupants of 
the sleeper from their perilous position. 

The Santa Fe officials claim that the train 
was not running at an excessively high rate 
of speed and that the indirect cause of the 
mishap wasasharp curve, which rendered 
it impossible to see the obstruction till too 
late to bring the traintoa stand. 


CYCLONES. 


FARM HOUSES LEVELED—CALDWELL TWICE 
VISITED. 

MEXICO, Mo., May 30.—News reached here
